Protest Ha s Its Va lue^ 
And Also Limita tions 


We a re deep In the Era of Protest. And ma ny thoughtful 
figures, in or ciose to governm ent, a re a t once cheered a nd 


troubled by tha t fa ct. 
They a re cheered to see tha t countless America ns ha ve 
turned on their a drena lin a nd gone out to do ba ttle for a ca use, 
whether it be civil rights, ca m pus freedom , the southern wa y 


of life or wha tever. 
As they ma rch a nd dem onstra te a nd exha ust their lungs, 
thev sha tter the cha rge tha t Am erica ns genera lly a re being suf­ 
foca ted by a letha l combina tion of their own indifference a nd 
the va st im persona lity of toda y’s over-orga nized industria l so­ 


ciety. 
The right to protest is one of the grea t rights a ssured to a 
free people. No one who sca ns the newspa pers ca n doubt it is 
being exercised toda y a s seldom before in our historv. 
The stirrings a re nea rly consta nt. As the com p l a in a n t s in­ 
tend. the ca m era a nd the printed word rivet the country’s a tten­ 


tion on this ca lcula ted turbulence. 
Yet numerous sym pa thetic observers here a re wondering 
when the shortcom ings of protest will begin to be gra si>ed by 
a roused N egroes, white suprem a cists, college students, m in­ 
isters a nd others who ha ve ta ken to the public forum. 
For there is a clea r da nger tha t the w a ys of protest will be 
m ista ken for a constructive course of a ction. Ma rching, dem ­ 
onstra ting. shouting a nd singing ha ve the comforting look of 
“ som ething positive.” In a true sense, however, these a re the 


ea siest things com pla ina nts ca n do. 
To people who do these things a t the risk of bodily ha rm, 
of a rrest, of ta unt a nd jeer, of ra in a nd snow, the word “ ea sy’’ 


m a y seem not to a pply. 
N evertheless it does a pply. Protest ca lls a ttention to prob­ 


lem s—legitim a tely—but it ca nnot solve them. 
The good will, the energy a nd the resourcefulness of m illions 
of Am erica ns a re needed for the incredibly difficult, undra ma tic 
la bor of lifting the N egro a nd solving a host of other growing 
problem s which cling tena ciously to our new-found a ffluence. 
When the a ttention-getting shout dies a w a y, the rea l work 
begins. And this is truly where w e sepa ra te the men from the 
boys who a re m erely pla ying a t “ getting involved.” 
It is tim e for m a ny (not a ll) of the m a rchers a nd shouters 
to put a wa y their ba dge of coura ge, however proudly ea rned, to 
m ove off the sit-in line a nd a wa v from the ca m pus soa pbox a nd 
sink their teeth into the dilem m a s they deplore. 
Thousa nds upon thousa nds of three-yea r-old tots need to be 
pulled from cultura lly deprived hom e settings which cripple 
them educa tiona lly before they ever rea ch school. They need to 
be ta ught the difference between a tree a nd a la mp post, to find 
m ea ning a mid a cha os of sounds they ha ve lea rned to ignore, 
to feel the guidelines of sensible discipline a nd discover hope 


within a fra m ework of order. 
The sick, the disa bled, the neglected, the delinquent, a ll 
these a nd m ore need not just sustena nce through m oney but 
understa nding a ttention from ca pa ble a ctivists concerned with 
their problem s. The list of chores erring to be done is nea rly 


endless. 
The promoters of protest a rgne. with good ca use, tha t without 
their prod no a ction would occur. But protest ca nnot be a n ex­ 
hila ra ting end in itself. It ca nnot be a substitute for constructive 
la bors or a wa v of a ssua ging guilt over ina ction. 
It ca nnot be a llowed to degenera te into wa r — ra cia l or 
wha tever — by ma king perm a nent enem ies of the constituted 
a uthorities (including the police) a nd the power wielders whose 
a ccomm oda tion a nd a ssista nce a re indispensa ble to the proper 
goa ls of a ll citizens in a ny worka ble free society.

Emory Mays Jr., 11, com­ 
plained to police that a man had 
leaped from a car and seized his 
pet, Spot, while he was walking 
the dog. But next day, Spot re­ 
turned. 
Police, tracing the car’s li­ 
cense number cam e to Benjam ­ 
in Pisarski, who lives about 10 
blocks from the Mays family. 
He told Dot. Sgt. Gene Hoffman 
that a friend had recognized the 
dog as Pisarski’s pet, Ringo, 
and had brought it back. 
Further investigation showed 
that both families had bought 
1905 license tags for the Dalma­ 
tian. Apparently the pooch had 
lived a double life since pup- 
hood. 
Hoffman ruled that “ as long 
as Spot wants to live in East

.smooth surface floor coverings in­ 
clude linoleum, vinyl, rubber, vi­ 
nyl asbestos, asphalt and cork. 
These floor coverings require 
only a minimum of care as they 
are built to take a great deal of 
traffic. “ More floors are washed 
away than worn away.”

the floor daily with a mop or soft 
brush to remove dirt or grit. It is 
important to wipe up spills as they 
occur. A damp mop will remove 
light surface soil using commer- j 
cial floor cleaners for light-duty 
cleaning. A more thorough clean- j 
ing is recommended once or twice 
a year to remove old wax films. 
Regular wax care will protect the 
floor and make cleaning easier. 
Most people have a tendency to 
use too much polish or wax. Two 
thin coats are better than one 
thick coat. From time to time un- j 
sightly build-up of old wax will 
occur. This can be removed with 
• wax remover. Stubborn stains 
can be removed with a No. 00 
steel wool.
